PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To supply a meflatonin-containing plaster, good in percutaneous 
absorptivity and capable of readily releasing the melatonin according to the pattern of the melatonin 
concentration in blood original to a living body. 

SOLUTION: This plaster comprises (B) a tacky composition, containing (A) meltonin and formed on a 
support. In the plaster, (1) the weight ratio of the melatonin A in the tacky composition B is represented 
the formula B* 0.05<A<B* 0.4 and (2) the tacky composition B contains (E) one or more relapse 
promoting solvents selected from ethanol, methanol, acetone and ethyl acetate. Furthermore, the 
weight ratio of the release promoting solvents E is represented by the formula B* 0.05<E<B* 3.
